Welcome to Henry Delaney’s night- 
mare on Shaw Drive in Mississauga. 
He doesn’t mind if you stop to admire 
his work. For the last decade or so, the 
Port Credit resident has been decorat- 
ing this home with spooky Halloween 
decorations that run the gamut from 
tombstones to ghouls and ghosts. 
“When I was a little kid, there were 
some people in the neighbourhood 
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who used to decorate their house with 
a big display like this. I thought it was 
really cool. And then when I became a 
teenager, I couldn’t go out trick or 
treating anymore so, this is what I 
started to do. I started to decorate the 
house,” Delaney said. 

His haunting collection has grown 
over the years as he and his wife kept 
adding to it. 
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“When me and my wife got married, 
we started buying things and adding 
things to it and this is what happens 
after 10 or 12 years when you buy 
things every year, it just gets com- 
pletely out of control.” 

The house has a déja vu aspect to it. 
Delaney lived here as a kid growing up. 
His parents sold the home he was 21. 
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Many immigration hustlers go unpunished says consultants watchdog

Many immigration hustlers 
defrauding would-be Cana- 
dian citizens out of their 
savings are not being 
charged or even investi- 
gated says the CEO of a 
licensed consultants 
association. 

“Tt’s really heartbreaking,” 
said Dory Jade, CEO of the 
Canadian 

Association of Profes- 
sional Immigration Con- 
sultants (CAPIC). He was 
reacting to a recent report 
that Peel Regional Police 
charged a woman with fraud 
for an alleged immigration 
scam in Mississauga. 

“Because they come to you 
at the point you can’t help 
them except by speaking out 
about the alleged fraud that 
has taken place. Often times 
it’s cost the victims thou- 
sands of dollars, the advice 
is wrong and the victims are 
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no closer to becoming Cana- 
dian citizens.” 

CAPIC was set up in 2004 
and represents about 1,600 
licensed immigration con- 
sultants across Canada. 
Their industry has been 
challenged by “fly by night” 
hustlers preying on vulner- 
able foreigners or new 
Canadians attempting to 
navigate the refugee and 
immigration process. 

Occasionally police track 
down and charge individu- 
als suspected of committing 


immigration fraud. In Au- 
gust they charged a Missis- 
sauga woman with fraud 
over an alleged immigration 
scam targeting victims from 
the Middle East— primarily 
people from war-torn 
Afghanistan—trying to 
bring their families to 
Canada. 

Investigators charged a 
61-year-old in late August 
but recently revealed the 
case. Some victims claim 
they were defrauded after 
paying the suspect large 


amounts of money as part of 
Afghan Refugee Relief, an 
organization started and led 
by the accused. 

Police charged  Sakia 
Mojadiddi with three counts 
of fraud over $5,000 and 
three counts of possession 
of proceeds obtained by 
crime. 

The victims say they’re out 
about $40,000 altogether. 

In this case, police say the 
suspect didn’t process the 
promised paperwork with 
the Canada Border Services 
Agency and Immigration, 

Refugees and Citizenship 
Canada and didn’t return 
the money. 

Investigators claim Moja- 
diddi isn’t authorized to file 
such paperwork. 

For every case that leads to 
aconviction, CAPIC says there 
are countless which don’t. 

Dory says far too many 


small time hucksters oper- 
ating with impunity while 
investigators with Canada 
Border Services Agency 
(CBSA) target organized 
crimegroups. CBSA doesn’t 
have enough agents to 
investigate ‘small time’ 
fraudsters and so many are 
going unpunished. 

“They go after the big 
fish,” said Dory. “The small 
ones are not being investi- 
gated due to a lack of 
resources.” 

CAPIC estimates there are 
hundreds and _ possibly 
thousands of “fly by night” 
immigration scammers out 
for a quick buck and threat- 
ening to undermine the 
integrity of the immigration 
system. 

It's a particular problem 
in the GTA and Peel because 
of the region’s diverse 
population and so many 


newcomers from African, 
Middle Eastern and south 
Asian countries who are 
prime targets of immigra- 
tion fraud. 

CAPIC argues for a 
crackdown on unlicensed 
immigration practitioners 
by giving regulated immi- 
gration consultants the 
power to enforce the law. 

“We're saying the self-reg- 
ulated profession should be 
given by the government, 
more power to go after 
those individuals, to prose- 
cute them and take them to 
court,” he said. 

Empowering licensed 
operators would involve a 
change in the legal statutes. 
That course of action would 
take awhile to set up but

Singh quits legislature, his Brampton seat to be vacant until June election

New federal NDP Leader 
Jagmeet Singh has officially 
vacated his southeastern 


Brampton seat in the 
Ontario legislature. 
The 38-year-old Sikh 


politician resigned Friday 
(Oct. 20) as the MPP from 
the Bramalea-Gore-Malton 
riding after more than six 
years at Queen’s Park and 
three weeks since becoming 
leader of the federal NDP. 
“Tt has been an honour 
serving the people of 
Bramalea-Gore-Malton and 
I'm looking forward to 
continuing this work on the 
federal level, building a 
more fair and just Canada,” 
Singh said in a statement. 


Singh is the first visible 
minority to become leader 
of any national party and 
has energized the NDP. 

Many in the party believe 
his youth and message of 
social justice and labour 
reforms will help them lure 
millennial voters and 
progressives back from 
Justin Trudeau's Liberals in 
the 2019 election. 

Singh plans to run for a 
Commons seat in 2019, 
possibly in the Brampton 
East riding now held by the 
Liberals. Until then, he 
plans to travel the country, 
seeking direction from the 
party’s grass roots and 
spending time in the Oppo- 
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sition visitors’ gallery in the 
Commons watching daily 
question period and react- 
ing to political develop- 
ments as NDP leader. The 
NDP leader returned to 
Queen’s Park on Monday to 
meet his former boss, 
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provincial NDP Leader 
Andrea Horwath, and 
promised to do all he can to 
ensure she helps defeat 
Liberal Kathleen Wynne as 
Ontario premier after the 
June 7 election. 

“T've committed to sup- 
porting the provincial 
party,” Singh said after the 
meeting. “I have a personal 
reason: these are my col- 
leagues, my friends. I also 
have a vested interest in the 
benefit of the province 
and of the country. It’s 
absolutely clear that the 
province will be better off 
with Andrea Horwath as 
premier and the country will 
be better off with the New 


Democratic values of put- 
ting people first, of standing 
up for issues that matter to 
the lives of people.” 

Singh was first elected in 
the 2011 provincial election 
a few months after he 
narrowly lost in a Brampton 
federal riding during the 
2011 national vote that 
elected a majority govern- 
ment for Stephen Harper’s 
Conservatives. 

As an MPP, the former 
lawyer became a critic on 
consumer issues such as 
insurance reform, the attor- 
ney general and eventually 
was appointed Horwath’s 
deputy leader in 2015. 

Wynne has publicly stated 


she won’t call a by-election 
in Bramalea-Gore-Malton 
since a provincial vote 
looms next June. 

It’s uncertain’ ~what 
policies the NDP will put 
forward with Singh as their 
leader. During his success- 
ful leadership campaign, he 
proposed revamping seniors 
pension programs to help 
poorer seniors by cutting 
some benefits to richer 
retirees. 

He also focused on in- 
come inequality in the 
workplace, effective climate 
change policies and pressed 
for electoral reform that 
would end our first-past- 
the-post system. 
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Morneau economic update promises small business tax cut

Finance Minister Bill Morneau 
delivered some good news 
in his fall economic update 
Tuesday, promising a hike 
in child benefits, a cut in 
small business taxes and 
scaling back some _ tax 
measures that had outraged 
many businesses in Peel and 
across the country. 

The embattled finance 
minister told the Commons 
the Liberal government will 
raise child benefits paid to 
middle class families by 
$200 and even more in the 
next few years. He also 
promised a hike in tax 
benefits for the working 
poor and other benefits for 
the middle class. 

For entrepreneurs and 
small companies he cut the 
small business corporate tax 
rate to nine per cent from 
the current 10.5 per cent 
and his planned tax changes 
will bring more fairness to 
the system. 

He also predicted that 


recent strong economic 
growth— the best in the 
G7— will help shrink this 
year’s deficit forecast in the 
March budget at $28.5 
billion for 2017-18 to about 
$20 billion, an improve- 
ment of $8.5 billion. 
“Middle class Canadians 
expect their government 
and the economy to work 
for them and not the other 
way around,” Morneau said 
in a speech to the Com- 
mons. “We came to office 
knowing that growing the 
middle class is a way to 
grow the economy. We're

investing in ourselves and 
our future.” 

Morneau’s fall economic 
statement also promised 
nearly $15 billion in fresh 
spending over the next five 
years beyond what was set 
out in its March budget. The 
statement said the strong 
economy should provide 
another $47 billion for its 
bottom line over the next 
five years. 

The fall economic state- 
ment was as much a 
political document as an 
economic one and was 
aimed at resetting the dial 


after several months when 
the government was on the 
defensive over an earlier 
"tax fairness" plan critics 
called a tax grab by a spend- 
ing-addicted government. 

The Mississauga and 
Brampton boards of trade, 
and business groups from 
across the country lobbied 
hard against those ideas, 
forcing Morneau to modify 
some of his planned 
changes. The move is wel- 
comed by Mississauga’s 
86,000 businesses, 97 per 
cent of whom are small 
operators. 

The minister decided not 
to mess with rules on capital 
gains, but is going ahead 
with changes to small busi- 
ness taxation, including 
sharing business income 
with family members and 
the use of private corpora- 
tions to save tax. 

“While CFIB notes impor- 
tant progress in improving 
proposed tax changes for 


small firms, our members 
continue to have major con- 
cerns with the revised rules 
for income sprinkling and 
passive income,” said Dan 
Kelly, president of the small 
business group. 

“Tt is critical that govern- 
ment share details of the 
proposals and build in an 
additional period for review 
and consultation to ensure 
there are no unintended 
consequences.” 

During his _ speech, 
Morneau was repeatedly 
heckled by the Conservative 
and NDP opposition, who 
have been lambasting him 
for weeks over his connec- 
tions to the family firm 
Morneau Shepell, a pension 
management and human 
resources company from 
which he _ still _— gets 
dividends. 

The finance minister has 
come under fire for not 
putting his holdings in a 
blind trust. 


Transit big selling point for GTA’s 10 Bid sites for new Amazon HQ

Whether it’s the planned 
Hurontario LRT in Missis- 
sauga, the Ziim rapid bus 
network in Brampton, the 
Unionville GO station in 
Markham or the vast GO 
and TTC systems serving 
downtown Toronto, rapid 
transit is a big selling point 
in the GTA’s regional bid for 
Amazon’s new headquarters 
(HQ2). 

A GTA-wide proposal with 
10 potential sites spread 
across half a dozen regional 
communities all highlight 
the social and educational 
amenities of each area, and 
importantly the expanding 
new transit links in the 
region. 

That’s a key requirement 
for Amazon, since it says the 
winning bid must be within 
45 minutes from an airport, 
close to major highways and 
roads and be served directly 
by mass transit, train, sub- 
way or bus networks. The 


Seattle-based e-commerce 

giant plans to create 50,000 

jobs over the next decade. 
In its RFP to the potential 


bidding cities issued six 
weeks ago, the company 
said the jobs would be 
highly skilled with salaries 


and benefits of more than 
$100,000 a year. 

Amazon says 238 bids 
were submitted from cities 


in Canada, the United States 
and Mexico— including 10 
from across Canada— for 
the project, which could 
become the biggest real 
estate development in 
Canadian history. 

The company plans to 
spend US$5 billion to build 
a second headquarters and 
pump billions of dollars into 
local economies and the cof- 
fers of cash-strapped cities. 

Some have wondered 
whether selecting 10 sites in 
the region was wise. 

Brampton councillor Mar- 
tin Medeiros told Peel Daily 
News he’s not sure if 10 op- 
tions in one full proposal is 
effective. “I would have pre- 
ferred a more focused list of 
one to five,” he said. “But it 
shows how advantageous 
this region is and points to 
our strong communities.” 

But there are solid 
grounds to handle the GTA 
bid in this broad way.

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Hard financial decisions need to be made, 
warns legislature budget watchdog

"ve always taught my 
[= millennial daugh- 

ters to be hard headed 
when it comes to finances— 
to be sustainable, avoid big 
debts, be prepared for prob- 
lems and take the long-term 
view. 

They usually look at me 
amusedly when I wax on 
about these things and then 
brush me off gently as a 
Finance worry-wart. 

I concede to them that I 
worry about their financial 
future. And I try to insist 
they must be prepared for 
what's going to happen as 
Ontario is forced to come to 
grips with the mountain of 
debt governments have 
piled on the backs of citizens 
over the last two decades. 

The Queen’s Park finan- 
cial watchdog that looks at 
these things seems to agree 
with me. 

In a recent report, the 
Financial Accountability Of- 
fice warned that failure to 
start paying off the debt 
soon will saddle younger 
Ontarians with huge tax 
hikes and other costs to pay 


it down in later decades, 
especially as health costs 
soar when baby boomers age. 

The group's long-term 
budget outlook predicts the 
debt will continue to soar 
unless governments boost 
revenue, likely through tax 
hikes, or a cut in spending. 
The latest Ontario budget 
noted the current accumu- 
lated debt is $312 billion 
and will hit $336 billion ina 
couple of years, nearly 
$24,000 for every Ontarian. 

“Tf these difficult fiscal 
adjustments are postponed, 
the burden of stabilizing 
Ontario’s public finances 
would be increasingly— and 
arguably unfairly— shifted 
from the baby boom gener- 
ation to younger Ontari- 
ans,” the budget watchdog’s 
chief economist, David 
West, told a Queen’s Park 
news briefing. 

“Boomers will begin pass- 
ing away in the coming 
years, and by the 2030s and 
2040s, when Ontario has a 
significant problem, it’ll be 
young Ontarians today and 
future Ontarians that'll be 
left to shoulder the burden.” 

Those are sobering words. 
But West’s report also 
warns that just simply bal- 
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ancing the books as Finance 
Minister Charles Sousa did 
this year for the first time in 
a decade is not enough. The 
provincial government’s 
goal of cutting the debt-to- 
GDP ratio of 27 per cent by 
2029-30 from more than 40 
per cent today can't be 
achieved without major 
budget policy changes. 

Left alone, the debt-to- 
GDP ratio will soar to 63 per 
cent by mid-century and 
debt interest payments that 
now eat up nine cents of 
every dollar taken in will 
soar to 22 cents by 2050. 
Rough calculations show 
that could mean up to $40 
billion or more in annual 
payments on the debt - 
money that can't be used on 


health care, education or 
government services. 
“Convincing Ontarians of 
the need for immediate 
fiscal restraint of this mag- 
nitude would be challenging 
for any Ontario govern- 
ment,” the report says. 
“Since the demographic 
pressures on the budget will 
not intensify until the mid- 
2020s, it will be tempting 
for governments to ignore 
or postpone the needed ad- 
justments to fiscal policy.” 
“However, if the province 
delays raising revenue or re- 
ducing spending, Ontario’s 
net debt will continue to 
accumulate, making it cost- 
lier to meet the province’s 
future fiscal targets. Impor- 
tantly, if the needed fiscal 


adjustments are postponed, 
the burden of stabilizing 
Ontario’s public finances 
would be _ increasingly 
shifted from the baby 
boom generation to younger 
Ontarians.” 

The report should be 
mandatory reading for all 
Ontarians as we set our 
sights on the coming 
provincial election June 7. 

As I have argued in this 
column before, we must 
force our politicians to out- 
line an aggressive budget 
plan to deal with our bal- 
looning debt. We don’t need 
a passive plan like Sousa’s, 
which relies on rosy eco- 
nomic growth projections 
for the next decade but does 
nothing to pay off what we 
owe. The Liberals, Tories 
and New Democrats must 
be pressed by voters to out- 
line realistic plans to pay 
back debt. 

Ontarians may not like 
those ideas. Many will be 
unpopular and it’s hard to 
preach restraint to a public 
used to years of government 
largesse. 

But the election campaign 
is a good time to debate 
what needs to be done to get 
our finances in order. Do we 


look at means testing 
all government services, 
pensions and_ other 
programs, or end 
bailouts and subsidies to 
businesses? Can we have 
a mature discussion 
about paring the size of 
the public sector work- 
force, currently 1.1 
million strong, over the 
next decade? 

Should broad sales of 
government assets be 
considered, even if it 
means shrinking the size 
of government over 
time? How about impos- 
ing one-time taxes to be 
used exclusively to pay 
off debt? And most im- 
portantly, how can we 
find ways to get major 
health savings so the 
money can be redirected 
into frontline care? 

These are the kinds of 
topics I routinely discuss 
with my daughters even 
if they continue to 
think Im a Finance 
wotrry-wart.

Brampton, Mississauga both get triple-A credit ratings from U.S. rating agency

The two main cities in Peel 
have both received top 
credit marks from an Amer- 
ican bond rating agency, in 
part because their strong 
local economies and robust 
financial management allow 
them to pay their bills. 
Standard &  Poor’s 
recently affirmed the City of 
Brampton’s triple-A rating, 
along with a stable outlook 
for the Flower City. Triple-A 
is the highest credit rating a 
municipality can receive 


and reflects the city’s solid 
financial management. 

In neighbouring Missis- 
sauga, that city had its 
Triple-A rating reaffirmed 
last month for the 13th 
straight year by S&P, which 
cited the city’s “very strong, 
diversified economy, excep- 
tional liquidity and very low 
debt burden” in its assess- 
ment. 

Brampton had come 
under fire in the past as res- 
idents and others criticized 


the city’s financial manage- 
ment and its ballooning 
workforce, which required 
higher property taxes than 
expected to balance the 
books and help pay for 
expansion in transit and 
infrastructure. 

Mayor Linda Jeffrey came 
to power in 2014 and prom- 
ised to restore financial 
stability and accountability 
to Brampton’s books. She 
brought in former Ontario 
provincial auditor general 
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Jim McCarter to review the 
finances and also hired a 
new chief administrative 
officer, Harry Schlange to 
restructure government. 

Schlange streamlined the 
city's bureaucracy, cutting 
nearly 50 jobs last year, and 
he brought in more solid 
financial policies and 
practices. 

The S&P review says 
Brampton's robust financial 
policies, which provide 
transparent and easy-to-ac- 


cess disclosures. The city 
also has: 

¢ Exceptional liquidity: 
Brampton’s strong operat- 
ing balances point to a 
robust cash flow capability. 
e Strong economy: A 
dynamic, well-diversified 
economy and a very pre- 
dictable and well-balanced 
institutional framework. 

¢ Improved budgeting prac- 
tices: Restructuring within 
the last two years resulted in 
the strengthening of Bramp- 


ton’s budgeting practices, 
improvement in control 
measures and transforma- 
tion of its senior management. 

“A solid financial manage- 
ment system is important as 
we advance key strategic 
initiatives and strive to 
build a stronger global pres- 
ence for Brampton,” Jeffrey 
said in a statement. “As a 
city, we continue to focus on 
good municipal governance 
and accountability to our 
residents.”

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LRT costs expected to rise by $26 million for Mississauga

The City of Mississauga will 
pay more than $26 million 
in new costs for the 


Hurontario Light Rail 
Transit project. 
Mississauga’s senior 


transportation officer told 
council’s general committee 
Wednesday (Oct. 18) the 
city plans to use the LRT 
project to replace and 
upgrade parts of the storm 
water infrastructure, re- 
vamp the power supply at 
65 road intersections and 
upgrade transit message 
boards at the LRT stops. 

Those projects will be 
carried out by the contractor 
hired to build the LRT and 
will cost the city $26.3 
million— money that will 
be added to the 2018- 
2027 capital budget and 
forecast. 

In addition, council plans 
to provide Metrolinx, the 
provincial transit operator, 
with an exemption from 
local noise bylaws and will 
schedule road closures in 
Port Credit and elsewhere 
as the project is built over 
the next five years. 

“City staff worked on 
details for the procurement 
process such as a request 
from Metrolinx for an ex- 
emption to the city’s noise 
control bylaw for timely and 
cost— efficient construction 
of the project,” Geoff 
Wright, commissioner of 
transportation and works, 
told the committee. 

“We have also identified 
the opportunity to repair 
and upgrade city infrastruc- 
ture during the construction 
of the LRT to be included in 
the procurement and are 
continuing to compile infor- 
mation on potential operat- 
ing and maintenance costs. 
Much of this information is 
dependent on the procure- 
ment process and will be 
part of ongoing discussions 
with Metrolinx and future 
agreements.” 

The $1.4 billion 
Hurontario LRT project 
includes about 20 kilome- 
tres of new dedicated rapid 
transit between the Port 
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Credit GO Station in Missis- 
sauga and Gateway Termi- 
nal in southern Brampton, 
with 22 stops and connec- 
tions to GO Transit’s Milton 
and Lakeshore West lines. 

The LRT is one of the 
biggest infrastructure proj- 
ects in Peel’s history and is 
expected to spur office, 
condo and retail develop- 
ment along the route. 

Though the province will 
kick in $1.4 billion to build 
the LRT, it will also boost 
costs for the city, mainly 
for infrastructure and non- 
basic improvements’ to 
the stations. 

The Ministry of Trans- 
portation released a 
Request for Proposals in 
August to design, build, 
finance, operate and main- 
tain the new LRT line. 

The winning bid will come 
from three preferred bid- 
ders, which include Euro- 
pean and Japanese 
multinationals as well as 
local builders, including 
Mississauga’s Bird Con- 
struction. 

Under the RFP, the three 


private sector teams— made 
up of bankers, designers 
and builders— shortlisted 
for the Hurontario LRT 
project will submit their 
proposals to Infrastructure 
Ontario and Metrolinx later 
this year. The contract is 
slated to be awarded in 
2018 and_ construction 
should begin later in the 
year, with service beginning 
in 2022. 

Mississauga Mayor Bon- 
nie Crombie has called the 
LRT project “a key part of 
our city’s future and build- 
ing the complete city where 
people want to live, invest 
and open up a business.” 

Brampton Mayor Linda 
Jeffrey says the LRT “is one 
of many significant catalysts 
that are sparking urban 
renewal and development in 
the City of Brampton.” 

Besides its GO connec- 
tions, the LRT includes 
three stops in downtown 
Mississauga as well as links 
to Mississauga MiWay, 
Brampton Transit, Bramp- 
ton Ziim and the Missis- 
sauga Transitway.

Nissan unveils safety features which “pave way’ to self-driving cars

Nissan’s latest vehicle safety 
features boast technology 
that points to development 
of self-driving cars in the 
future, said a spokesperson 
for the company’s Missis- 
sauga based Canadian 
subsidiary. 

The Japanese automaker 
is touting next year’s edition 
of the Rogue SL as offering 
“assist hands-on-wheel 
technology [which] paves 
the way to the next level of 
autonomous driving.” 

Spokesperson Jennifer 
McCarthy told Peel Daily 
News self-driving cars are 


still years away “but we’re 
getting there with this.” 

“Quite frankly, fully au- 
tonomous vehicles are going 
to take a long time for the 
market to adopt.” 

In the near term however, 
she describes the technol- 
ogy as incredible. “It tries to 
behave and mimic human 
behaviour.” The features 
include audible warnings if 
the vehicle detected traffic 
problems. It would also 
correct braking and steering 
mistakes that might lead to 
accidents. 

Since its global partner-

ship with France’s Renault 
and Japan’s Mitsubishi 
companies, Nissan has been 
trying to develop cutting- 
edge auto technologies 
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while it moves aggressively 
into production of electric 
vehicles such as its well- 
known Leaf model. The lat- 
est sensor technology could 
impact how people drive. 
“Just say you're in heavy 
traffic and stopped. If you 
accelerate too fast and the 
car in front of you suddenly 
stops, itll stop for you. It 
senses the motion in front 
coming too quickly ahead of 
you.” McCarthy said. 
Nissan took a little longer 
to introduce features similar 
to those offered by competi- 
tors but the company 


wanted it to be intuitive and 
effective without being 
overly intrusive. 

“Tt doesn’t drive for you. 
You have to have your hand 
on the wheel at all times be- 
cause it isn’t an autonomous 
vehicle. It will keep you in 
the centre of the lane and 
guide you in a perfect arc in 
a turn; itll maintain your 
speed so it stops and starts 
for you in traffic.” 

By mimicking human be- 
haviour, the Nissan technol- 
ogy is designed to react in 
way that is safe without 
being overly jarring. 
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“It’s not going to disengage 
and shut off right in its 
tracks. There would be a 
number of audible warnings 
and then it would just stop 
the vehicle if it did sense an 
imminent accident,” she said. 

Technology companies 
like Apple have been im- 
mersed in self-driving car 
projects. Apple’s progress is 
a closely guarded secret. 

Google is working on a 
driverless car company in 
partnership with non-prof- 
its. Nissan's head office 
in Mississauga has 350 
employees.

Since Toronto Global, the 
foreign investment agency, 
quarterbacked the bid— and 
its $19.5 million start up 
budget is paid by Ottawa, 
Ontario and all the GTA 
communities— it made 
sense to provide sites from 
Halton and Peel to Toronto 
as well as York and Durham 
regions.

“Amazon HQ32 is a trans- 
formational project, and we 
must ensure we have the 
best real estate options 
available, whether this be a 
redevelopment opportunity, 
a partnership with the state, 
province, local government 
or new buildings. All options 
are under consideration.” 

All 10 sites have strong 
supporters locally— from 
Pickering and Vaughan to 
downtown Toronto, Milton 
and Burlington— and are 
being promoted by politi- 
cians who believe their com- 
munities have what it takes 
to win the fierce bidding. 

Mississauga Mayor Bon- 
nie Crombie says her city’s 


site near the Square One 
shopping centre in the 
downtown core offers Ama- 
zon 180 acres of potential 
development lands and can 
easily meet the company's 
initial needs for 500,000 
square feet of office space. 

Moreover, the _ city’s 
“downtown core will be 
home to four new light rail 
transit stops as part of the 
20-kilometre Hurontario 
LRT,” which begins con- 
struction next year. 

“In March, our partners in 
the provincial government 
made important upgrades 
to the Square One bus 
terminal that will improve 
commuter travel for work- 
ers, students, visitors and 
residents who rely on the 
second busiest terminal in 
the GO Bus network.” 

In Brampton, the chosen 
site is close to the Powerade 
Centre near Toronto Pear- 
son International Airport 
and the intersection of 
Highways 407 and 410.

For Mississauga, S&P also 
noted the city’s financial 
management, including its 
policies and approach to 
transparency was impor- 
tant to the city’s credit rat- 
ing.

Cement maker Lafarge Canada fined $115,000 


The court also imposed a 
25 per cent victim sur- 
charge to the $115,000 
fine, making the overall 
penalty about $144,000.

The accident happened 
in March, 2016, when a 
contract worker received 
an electrical shock after 
coming into direct contact 
with 47,500 volts of elec- 
tricity. 

The power supply to the 
device was not discon- 
nected, locked out of 
service and tagged before 
any work was done, con- 
trary to Ontario workplace 
regulations.

Mississauga Sports Hall 
of Fame - Paul Coffey

Paul Coffey remains one of 
the best defenceman to ever 
play the game, as well as the 
best hockey player to come 
out of Mississauga. 

He was born on Jun. 1, 
1961 in Weston and grew up 
in Malton. 

Coffey, who played his 
minor hockey for the North 
York Rangers, had Malton 
Arena and adjacent Wild- 
wood Park renamed in his 
honour to “Paul Coffey 
Arena and Park” in 2016. 

He was drafted in the first 
round of the 1980 NHL 
Entry draft - sixth overall by 
the Edmonton Oilers. 

The 1981-82 season is 
when he took off, scoring 89 
points in a single season. In 


the 1983-84 season, he won 
his first Stanley Cup and 
was only the second de- 
fenceman in the history of 
the sport to score 40 goals 
in a season.

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War of 1812 Battle re-enactors converge on Mississauga

Last weekend, volunteer 
War of 1812 re-enactors 
from all over Ontario and 
the United States converged 
on Bradley House Museum 
grounds on Orr Road in 
Mississauga to recreate the 
camp life and battle tactics 
from the time of the U.S 
invasions two centuries ago. 

Although 1812 battle re 
enactments are popular in 
the Niagara Region where 
most of the historical battles 
on Canadian soil took place, 
the Engagement at Bradley 
was the second full-scale 
reenactment battle to take 
place in Mississauga. 

The 2nd York Regiment, a 
War of 1812 reenactment unit 
and part of Heritage Missis- 
sauga, organized the event. 

The 2nd York was an 
actual regiment raised in 
1812 among the settlers liv- 
ing in the area between 
what is now Mississauga to 
Hamilton.

Mobilized for several weeks 
at a time in a succession of 
full-time flank companies 
during the conflict, the 2nd 
York Regiment saw action 
at the battles of Queenston 
Heights, Stoney Creek, and 
Lundy’s Lane considered to 
be the biggest and bloodiest 
battle of the conflict. 

Its members also saw 
extensive service between 
battles transporting supplies 
to the British Army at the front. 

Apart from the scheduled 
battles fought on the mu- 
seum’s open parkland, the 
weekend events included 


living demonstrations of 
what the life of the soldier 
was like at the time. 

The re-enactment included 
period style military camps 
—where many of the re-en- 
actors stayed for the 
weekend- all employing the 
standard tools and equip- 
ment of the time. 

For Greg Carraro, com- 
manding officer of the 2nd 
York re-enactment regiment 
who works as a teacher in 
Mississauga, events like this 
provide a valuable “living 
history” that cannot be 
duplicated in any classroom 


or lecture hall. 

“The biggest challenge for 
anyone who wants to impart 
historical knowledge on the 
public is that there is a 
difficulty imagining what 
happened in the past. So 
when you are re-enacting 
you are actually living 
history by giving a window 
on the past and you don’t 
need much of an imagina- 
tion to see what people are 
wearing, how they are 
eating and living,” he said. 

While there was no actual 
fighting in what is now Peel 
Region during the conflict, 
the War nonetheless was 
very close and personal to 
the families in the region 
including Lewis Bradley 
upon whose original land 
grant the museum stands 
that includes his farmhouse. 

“Lewis Bradley was the 
adjutant of the 2nd York 
Militia and his wife had two 
members of her family who 
were also serving with the 


2nd York at Queenston 
Heights the first major con- 
flict of the war in Canada” 
says Matthew Didier, a com- 
puter engineer who cur- 
rently serves as Ensign for 
the 2nd York’s reenactment 
unit. “The Anchorage House 
on these grounds was also 
the retirement home of 
Royal Navy Commander 
John Skynner who was with 
Lord Nelson in almost every 
major battle during the 
Napoleonic wars except 
Trafalgar.” 

There is also the account, 
researched by Heritage 
Mississauga, that Rebecca 
Thompson a resident of the 
St Catherine’s area who had 
been re-located to the Clark- 
son area of Mississauga , 
personally confronted a 
passing U.S fleet in Septem- 
ber of 1813. 

A symbol of the largely 
unrecognized personal toll 
that the War had on the 
families of the combatants, 


Rebecca experienced the 
sudden loss of her husband 
(of natural causes) plus the 
death of one of her sons, 
Cornelius, while on active 
service in the 2nd York. 

Another son, Frederick 
also serving with the 2nd 
York, was wounded with 
two other sons, William and 
Augustus, taken prisoner by 
the Americans. 

Whether acting out of des- 
peration, defiance, or both 
Rebecca upon seeing an 
American fleet passing close 
to shore, grabbed a musket 
and fired a warning shot at 
the nearby ships. According 
to the Thompson family his- 
tory, she intended to send a 
message to the U.S Forces 
that they would find no safe 
harbour should they choose 
to land here. 

The fictional scenario, 
upon which last weekend’s 
battle was based on, was the 
U.S challenging the mourning 
mother’s warning to America.

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Mississauga Food Bank Announces Results 
of “One Bag Challenge” 


The Mississauga Food Bank 
raised a record amount of 
donations during the annual

A whopping $225,409 
and 265,611 pounds of food 
were donated last week by 
organizations and residents 
across the city.

Mississauga were encour- 
aged by Crombie to raise 
food and funds for the Food 


Bank, their agency partners 
and Eden Food For Change. 

Participants were encour- 
aged to fill a single bag and 
deliver it to the food bank, 
with some businesses raising 
more than 10,000 pounds 
of food on their own. 

“We had a little idea of 
how we would do, but (the 
community) made it a real- 
ity for us,” said Crombie, 
who was gifted with a pair of 
fruit trees in thanks for her 
efforts spearheading the 
initiative. 

Several participants were 
also honored at the confer- 
ence, including award 
winners at the corporate 
and school levels.

Olive Grove Elementary 
School took home a prize for 
raising enough food for 
2,789 meals, while Philip 
Pocock Secondary School 
took home honors for the 
third year in a row with 
2,843 meals raised. 

BDO Canada LLP’s Mis- 
sissauga branch took home 
the corporate prize, with 
16,095 meals raised for the 
community. 

Nearly twice as much 
money was donated this year 
versus the 2016 challenge, 
and the amount of food raised 
exceeded expectations by 
more than 45,000 pounds. 

The food bank said they 
still need critical items for 


the holiday season, including 
canned meat and fish, canned 
vegetables and beans. 

“We ran out of food this 
summer, so this drive was key 
to the community,” said MFB 
executive director Chris Hatch.

They deserve 
the same respect, dignity and human rights as all members of the community. 


We believe all Peel youth have the right to: 


© Safe and supportive environments at home, in school, in workplaces and throughout the community. 


© A standard of living adequate to ensure healthy physical, intellectual, emotional and social 
development, well-being and a good quality of life. 

© Be served by governments which acknowledge their responsibility to improve the safety 
of young people, and to work cooperatively with the community to ensure adequate and 
equitable funding for youth violence prevention programs. 

© Have access to relevant, youth-centric health supports that help build a foundation of 
respect for healthy personal choices throughout the lifespan. 

® Access to relevant and responsive education and training. 

¢ The best efforts by the community-at-large in creating career employment opportunities 
for young people. 

® The availability of recreational and leisure activities in the form of play, creative expression 
or skill development opportunities. 

* Access to a region-wide network of information and resources to support youth. 

* Be supported and encouraged to be active citizens regarding issues that concern them. 

® Be involved in policy, program and service development on issues that affect young people. 

© Advocate, or to be advocated for on their behalf, on issues that affect young people. 


These rights will apply without discrimination or prejudice to all youth in Peel. 
By signing this charter we are committed to use our best efforts to ensure 
the safety, health, education and future employment of Peel’s ae 
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"This is a great day for the young people of our com- 
munity," enthused Brampton Regional Councillor Gael 
Myles. At the time, Myles was the co-chair of Peel 
Youth Violence Prevention Steering Committee. 

Ten years ago on October 25, 2007, an exceptional 
event occurred at Peel Regional Council, that pledged 
a bold standard for a better future for all youth and 
children across Peel. 

On that day, an unusual and unanimous endorse- 
ment was sealed by eleven Peel Region partners across 
all levels of government, public education, policing, 
crime prevention and human services. 

All parties agreed to support and enact a trifecta of 
youth-focused documents: the Peel Youth Charter, the 
Peel Children's Rights Charter and the Peel Youth Vio- 
lence Prevention Strategy. 

The Peel Youth Charter states: "By signing this Char- 
ter, we are committed to use our best efforts to ensure 
the safety, health, education and future employment 
of Peel's youth." 

In presenting the Peel Youth Charter, Peel Youth Vio- 
lence Prevention Committee went on the record to say 
the Charter "would be displayed in Regional buildings 
and police stations, and also in every school in the Re- 
gion of Peel, libraries, public libraries and recreation 
centers" 

This year, the 10th anniversary of the Peel Youth 
Charter will be recognized by a "Where is Waldo" 
search for plaque by students in their public schools. 
Students and educators will take time to review the 
Charter in values-based curriculum, and current school 
system initiatives. 

In 2005, the Summer of the Gun spike in gun and 
gang violence, saw headlines in Toronto and increased 
gang activity in Peel. By 2006, Peel Region Youth Vio- 
lence Prevention Committee had crafted the first Youth 
Crime Prevention Strategy in the GTA. Local politicians 
were preparing for platform asks in upcoming election 
cyclaes. 

In March 2007, to coincide with tabling of the On- 
tario government's pre-election budget, the Peel Youth 
Charter grabbed news headlines and photo opportuni- 
ties with community leaders' endorsements. An 
nndorsement in October 2007 after the Ontario elec- 
tion led to budget funding in 2008 for a number of 
pilot projects. 

In 2017, as we recognize the Peel Youth Charter this 
October, ahead of 2018 budget cycles, let us also be 
aware of provincial, municipal and federal elections on 
the horizon. Let's make sure we each of us recommit 
to use our best efforts to ensure the safety, health, ed- 
ucation and future employment of Peel's youth
